CHILDREN’S EXHIBITS IS 


‘ADMIRED BY LARGE CROWD PRESENT 


The first School Fair, which was held-Blakeley, Crossroads; Emily Reay, 


at the exhibition grounds on Friday 
afternoon last, October Ist, was a pro- 
nounced success. The exhibits «of 
vegetables, sheaf grain, flowers, fancy 
work and ‘cooking was wonderful when 
it fs understood that a good portion 
was furnished by pupils under . ten 
years of age. There' was a splendid 
attendance of farmers and their wives 
present with the children, -and the 
greatest, interest was taken in the 
Proceedings. The judging was done 
by the staff of the Olds School of 
_Agriculture, except in school room 
work, which was done by local 
teachers. The Fair was held primar- 
ily for country schools, but the Nat- 
ural History Society of Red Deer 
offered prizes for collections of 
plants, insects and noxious weeds, 
which could be competed for by city 
scholars. The Woman's Institute 
kindly provided @ free lunch _ for 
children exhibitors, and charged 25 
cents for others, but provisions ran 
out before all were served so great 
was the crowd. 

There were a number of races and 
games competed for by the children, 
which added to the other features of 
the Fair. 

The seeds: were furnished by the 
Government to the children of the 
tural schools in the spring, and the 
.Fair was the result of the vegetables 
grown from the seeds, and shows first 
that the seeds were good seeds, and, 
secondly, that the children take a 
great interest in the competition, 
which will be much greater next year, 
when it will be more fully understood.

The secretary read a letter sent to 
moving picture firm with regard to 
the scenic possibilities of the Red Deer 
district. er 

The firm replied,.thanking for the 
letter, and assuring the Board of 
Trade they would take advantage of 
the offer. i 

Accounts for delegates to Edmon- 
ton of $28.80 for Mr. Welliver and Mr. 
Stephenson were passed. 

The Secretary brought in the fol- 
lowing report: 

1, Bridge Over River East of Red 
Deer—On Sept. 8th, Hon. A. J. Mac- 
Lean was written to on above mat- 
ter; copy. of letter sent is submitted 
herewith. Hon. Mr. MacLean did 
not acknowledge receipt of the letter 
nor diq he reply to it. I would ask 
your further instructions in the mat- 
ter. 

2. Road Foreman for Red Beer Dis- 
trict.—Copy of the resolution passed 
at the last meeting of the Board was 
sent to J J. Gaetz, M.P.P., on Sept. 
8th. No reply has been received. I 
would ask your further instruction in 
this matter. 

3. Red Deer .Write-up in Albertan.— 
As directed by the Board at the last 
meeting I sent data and cuts to the 
Albertan and asked.to have copy of 
the write-up sent before it was pub- 
lished. This was not sént, and the 
data sent was simply slopped in with 
no regard to sequence or anything 
,éIse, and no attempt was made ‘to 
write it up in a presentable form. 
The article on mixed farming, which 
was carefully prepared, and to which 


my name was signed, was prepared. 


by a Bank man in Red Deer, and I did 
not have anything to dO with that 
article and do not deserve any credit 
for it. 

4. Cana®fian Northern Connection.— 
We have no further information as to 
when the steel will be laid but are 
keeping the matter alive without be- 
ing too pressing now that we have the 
promise of the Chief Engineer that 
steel will be laid this year. 

5. Film Pictures—Seeing in the 
newspapers that the filming of mov- 
ing pictures was to be developed in 
Alberta, the manager of the company 
was written to, pointing out the 
varied scenery in this district and 
assuring him that the Red Deer Board 
of Trade would assist the company 
to look over the district and would 
assist them should they decide to 
film pictures or scenes around Red 
Deer. 

6. Inquiries—All inquiries have 
been attended to promptly and infor- 
mation given and booklets sent when 
requested. . 

7. Road Maps.—Mr. W. E. Lord sug- 
gested that it might be good adver- 
tising for Red Deer to have some auto 
road maps of this district framed and 
placed in stopping places such as 
Pine Lake and Sylvan Lake. Tourists 
would appreciate this service and some 
traffic might be diverted through Red 
Deer that might not otherwise come 
here. The cost of the maps framed 
will be about $2.25 each, and they can 
be prepared in a short time should 
the Board decide to provide them. 

8. Convention of Associated Boards 
of Trade—President Welliver, Secre- 
tary A. T. Stephenson and John Mal- 
colm represented the Red Deer Board 
of Trade at this convention and attend- 
ed all sessions and took an active part 
in the proceedings. Mr. Welliver was 
appointed on the resolution commit- 
tee and was elected a member of the 
executive committee for the ensuing 
year. On behalf of the Red Deer 
Board a resolution was submitted ask- 
ing the provincial government to in- 
vestigate the question of cheap power 
for Alberta from hydro-electric, coal, 
natural gas or other sources. This 
was adopted by the convention. Presi- 
dent Welliver will report on the con- 
vention. 

9. Coal Supply.—As directed by the 
Board, advertisements were publish- 
ed in the local newspapers asking 
citizens to lay in their winter's sup- 
ply of coal at once.

U,F.A. PLAN BIG 
“FALL DRIVE 


The Central Political Committee of 
the U.F.A. have now made definite 
plans for staging a membership drive 
to cover the whole province the first 
week in September. Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan have completed ar- 
rangements for a similar drive for 
exactly the same time. Therefore, 
this drive will extend throughout the 
three prairie provinces during the 
first week in November. 

The object throughout the drive in 
each province will be the same—to 
collect the sum of six dollars from 
every farmer in the province, and to 
make every farmer and farm woman, 
farmer's son and farmer’s daughter, 
a member of the U.F.A. and U.F.W.A. 
and political members in good, stand- 
ing, and to place our official organ in 
every farm home. The plan is, one 
dollar out of each six will go into a 
central organization fund, out ‘of 
which all expenses of-the drive will 
be paid. This drive is to be self-sup- 
porting. It is to be paid for entirely 
out df the proceeds of the drive, but 
it is planned *that the local, District 
Political Association, and Central will 
each receive one dollar net from the 
membership , Subscription. 

This is a critical moment in the 
history of our organization. Last 
year the d@cision to take political ac- 
tion and.the large district conventions 
in every constituency aroused great 
enthusiasm. Ten thousand new mem- 
bers were added to our organization. 
This enthusiasm naturally has not 
remained at boiling point, since there 
is na election immediately insight. It 
is imperative, however, that we not 
only keen our organization at full 
strength, but that we bend every en- 
ergy to make the U.F.A. one hundred 
percent. strongin every district. All 
the forces of reaction and _ special 
privilege are arrayed against us, with 
determination and with resources 
greater than ever -before, to smash 
this farmers’ movement. The Premier 
of Canada, Hon. Arthur Meighen, has 
publicly denounced Hon. T. A. Crerar 
and H. W. Wood as “leaders af the 
wreckers” of Canada. That cry and 
the old “loyalty cry” and every other 
paqlitical subterfuge will be used 
against us. Some people will believe 
what they are told. It is imperative 
that every farmer and farm woman be 
got into the organization where they 
can learn at first hand what the or- 
ganization stands for. Only then will 
they be proof against the insidious 
influences which will be brought to 
bear. 

This is the biggest united co-opera- 
tive effort to enlist every farmer and 
farm woman in the farmers’ move- 
ment that has ever been attempted. 
It should yield big returns. A similar 
drive, put on in Manitoba for ten days 
last March yieldeds $49,507.85; while 
the Liberty Drive in Saskatchewan, 
put on in October, 1919, and planned 
for one day only, yielded $82,456.60. 
There is no qu2stion that results can 
‘be obtained in every constituency and 
every district. With crop conditions 
as they are in Alberta this year, and 
with the efficient machinery of our 
| district organizations, the prospects 
for such a drive are splendid. It- 
| ought to be easily possible tu reach 
the objective of fifty thousand mem- 
bers for the U.F.A. for 1920. The 
committee want also to enlist every 
member of the U.F.A. and SU.F.W.A. 
as an active member of the political 
association. They believe it can be 
done.

PACIFIC COAST HAS BIG FUTURE 


Hon. C. C. Ballantyne, minister of 
marine and fisheries, has returned to 
Ottawa from the Pacific coast in a 
highly optimistic frame of mind as to 
conditions in Western Canada. In 
view of the prosperity prevailing and 
the good outlook for the future, the 
minister expressed the view that there 
is every justification for the carrying 
out of the government's harbor im- 
provement plans at Vancouver, Vic- 
toria and Prince Rupert. Prince Rup- 
ert, he said, promises to develop into 
a shipping port of considerable impor, 
tance, as business in that part of 
the province promises to thrive, and 
it is five hundred miles nearer the 
Oridnt than any Pacific port. 

Of the export trade from British 
Columbia, he expressed t opinion 
that it is only in its infancy. The 
Canadian government merchant mar- 
ine will put onaline to India on No- 
vember 1. They have also under con- 
sideration running ships from British 
Columbia ports to West Africa, South 
America and the West Indies. The 
government, when all their ships un- 
der construction on the Pacific coast 
are completed, will have sixteen ships 
in commission, and these ships will 
be opcratee from British Columbia 
ports.

ANNUAL CONVENTION 
OF W. CTU, 


Splendid Sesslons Held in ..the 
Methodist Church Last Week. 


The eighth annual convention of the 
Alberta Provincial W.C.T.U. opened 
at 10 a.m. Wednesday, September 29, 
in the Methodist church, Red Deer. 
Between thirty eand forty delegates 
were present at, the opening.

Ample 
justice was done to the appetizing 
viands placed upon the pretty and 
well-arranged tables. 

Mrs. McKinney delivered a feeling 
address urging individual as well as 
collective work among our W.C.T.U. 
women. 

The business of. the afternoon was 
interpersed 
Miss Zelma Moyes, and a chorus of 
school children, both numbers being 
pleasingly rendered. 

The evening meeting opened at 8 
o'clock with a full church showing a 
very representative gathering. Mrs. 
Sharpe, of Lacombe, President of Cen- 
tral Alberta, was in the chair during 
the evening session. His Worship 
Mayor Lord extended greetings to the 
delegates from the city. Several mus- 
ical numbers were given, all of which 
were much appreciated. Mrs. Holton, 
of Calgary, gave a resume of her im- 
pressions of the world’s W.C.T.U. con- 
vention in London, England, a more 
detailed account of which will appear 
later. 

Mrs. McKinney spoke on Custom and 
Appetite as the two great bulwarks of 
the liquor traffic. The appetite is not 
natural, but acquired. The commercial 
aspect appears and men made money 
out of the weaknesses of their fellow- 
men. Later women entered the arena; 
different organizations sprang up 
where the various aspects of morality 
were advanced, thus laying the axe to 
the root of intemperance by starting 
at the home to educate the children in 
anti-alcoholism. Nation is lining 
with nation inthe fight for prohibition. 
About forty different countries were 


»| represented at the world's convention. 


The Anglo-Saxon women are called 
upon to protect foreign native races 
from the commercialism of Anglo- 
Saxon exploiters who are sending in- 
toxicants into their native colonies. 
The question is: What am I going to 
do, as an individual, to rid the world 
of the demon of intemperance? Now 
that women are enfranchised, we have 
a new challenge and _ responsibility 
thrust upon us. A party of delegates 
were asked to go to Scotland to speak 
on behalf of temperance; one of these 
privileged delegates was our own Can- 
adian delegate, Mrs. McKinney. At a 
meeting in Edinburgh, under the Com- 
mercial Men’s League, the purpose of 
which was to show that men can bo 
good business men and successful pro- 
fessional men without the aid of 
alcohol, was emphasized. Different 
districts disclosing poverty and im- 
morality as the result of drink were 
pictured. The notorious Whitechapel 
was visited revealing pitlable spec- 
tacles caused by drink. It is our duty 
to assist the temperance workers of 
the old country. The forces of right- 
eousness have unlimited means 
their disposal, not financially but of 
the spiritual power, behind us. Alberta 
must speak with no uncertain sound 
on October 26. A victory here will 
strengthen the hands across the seas,

most unselfish and patriotic service. 
To this end they must come to under- 
stand the traditions and ideals of the 


various races and peoples in their 
Dominion: their great problem, he 
considered, was Quebec, and Mr. Arm- 
atrong paid fitting tribute to the pion- 
eer work of the great leaders of the 
French Roman Catholics in that pro- 
vince. The United Empire loyalists 
came to them with their high British 
traditions: Canada had gained profit 
from both sides from the American 
war of Independence: what the U. S. 
had gained by revolution, Canada had 
fained by evolution. Their national 
policy was guided not so much by their 
governments and parties: as by the 
economic, social and moral influences 
about them; it was determined by the 
facts of their nationdl life. The stir- 
ing events of 1837 showed Canada’s 
fighting spirit, even though they might 
have wished for saner judgment: they 
owed a great debt to Lord Durham for 
his comprehensive report on repre- 
sentative government. History repeat- 
ed the Union government’ which 
brought about Confederation in the 
Union governnfent which served Can- 
ada in the great war. Mr. Armstrong 
also paid tribute to the political wis- 
dom of Sir John A. Macdonald. to his 
wreat successor, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
and to the men who surmounted na- 
tural and financial difficulties to unite 
Canada with bands of steel. He urged 
his hearers to put their national ideals 
into concrete form. Their country 
was bound to play a great part in the 
future of the Empire; the centre of 
the British Empire would = probably 
come to Canada. Canada must take 
an ever-increasing share of respon- 
sibility for the white man’s burden. 


Mr. E. G. Johns , 


/ 
Canada had been re-born in 1914, 
Mr. Johns stated, in opening his re- 
sponse to the toast: she had not been 
an important factor in the world up 
to that time. He himself had laughed 
at the idea of a people of eight mil- 
lions raising 500,000 men for war ser- 
vice. He had believed that such a 
drain on the ‘male population would 
have broken down their industries, and 
that the government of the country 
would be left in the hands of dis- 
affected aliens. Canada, by raising and 
equipping 590,000 men, and raising 
$1,700,000,000 for war purposes , had 
proved its right to national status and 
its fitness to play an important part 
in the world’s destiny. Why had not 
Canada, in view of her great natural 
resources and her vigorous population, 
not made more progress? Because of 
the lack of men and money. The speak- 
er went hard after what he termed 
Canada’s unrestricted, indiscriminate 
and immoral policy of immigration: 
in the Winnipeg strike and in the out- 
rages by alien bandits they were reap- 
ing the whirlwind from their fatuous 
policy. The control of Canada's coal 
mines was in the hands of men who 
never intended to become citizens. 
Canadians were directly responsible 
for this condition of affairs. They 
must discriminate in their immigra- 
tion policy. They were faced throughout 
the world with a series of industrial 
crises. It was dangerous to prophecy 
as to the future relations between 
capital and labor: to his mind, lower 
Prices and higher wages could not 
come together. He looked forward to 
some large scheme of profit sharing. 
The old feudal) conditions had passed 
or must pass: the democratic condi- 
tions he met when first he landed in 
Canada had impressed him deeply. 
Not only profit sharing, but the shar- 
ing in management and in _ responsi- 
bility must come to the workers: 72 
per cent of the C.N.R. income went to 
the employees. Canada, as a member 
of the British Empire, belonged to the 
greatest agency God ever devised 
the welfare of humanity. 


councils and responsibilities of © Em- 
pire—with her enormous areas of ter- 
ritory and her growing population. 
Many Britishers would be very glad 
to lay dside the burden of Empire, but 
they could not shirk the responsibili- 
ties: they had only to look back to the 
wars, massacres, and outrage in India 
in the time preceding the British oc- 
cupation to realize what would be the 
fate of such countries were — British 
rule withdrawn. Canada would only 
be what they made it; they must have 
the right kind of people imbued with 
the right spirit. Mr. Johns declared 
for strong government action in deal- 
ing with such conditions as brought 
about the Winnipeg strike, when ab- 
solutely illiterate people became the 
prey of the untried and absurd ideas of 
irresponsible and dangerous agitators. 
In Britain this tub thumping was a 
joke, and was so tolerated: in Canada, 
with her multitude of uninformed 
and diverse allen races in her cities, 
it was a menace. It was up to them 
to make Canada what they wanted her 
to be, 


Rev. A. C. Collier 


Mr. Collier was the second speaker 
in response to the toast. He had

Very shortly 
Canada would take her share in the 


three small boys,, he said, who 
were of the fourth generation § of 
their family to be born on Can- 
adian soil and- consequently he 


would be a poor sport if he did not ac- 
cept the invitation of the committee 
to give a word of gratitude for the 
country which had made and moulded 
him, a word of affection for 


his native land, a word of faith 
in the destiny of Canada. Like the 
flow of a great river was the usual 
quiet imperceptible flow of the lives of 
most nations and most peoples, but 
there came times when national move- 
ment became faster, quicker, and the 
wheels of evolution seemed speeded 
up. In some such time Canada was 
now living: in one of the great transi- 
tional periods associated with the rise 
and downfall of nations: at the dawn 
of a new era. Mr. Collier graphically 
pictured the days following the close 
of the old Roman empire, when 
Rome's conceptions of law, of religion, 
of trade, of government, were scattered 
all over the known world. The Roman 
Empire's conception of a great state 
to which all men should give alleg- 
fance and by its sida a great church 
in which all people should worship 
was a splendid vision which ruled 
Europe for a thousand years, The 
middle ages, though they had their 
dark sides, were not the dark ages. 
They were the age of chivalry, of art, 
of architecture, of education, even if 
in Hmited circles, of missionary effort. 
The modern era was ushered in by 
great discoveries and great inventions 
which quickened the desire for wider 


knowledge; by the,crossing of the 
Turks to Constantinople and by the 
consequent seattering of Greek 


scholarship all over Europe; and, fol- 
lowing, the supplanting of autocracy 
by democracy, Instead of one -univer- 
sal state, men and races were coming 
to rule themselves according to indi- 
vidual conscience and judgment: in- 
stead of a feudal system, we had built 
up the institution of private property. 
Now we had_ struck out the word 
“state” and put in “humanity”: instead 
of imposed authority we had the rights 
of the individual. The great war was 
the last desperate effort of medieval 
ideals to rule the modern world. The 
force which defeated this last attempt 
of autocracy was born in the 16th 
century, and its ideals had prevailed. 
They were now facing great changes 
in the business world: would the cus- 
toms of production and exchange’ be 
the same ten years hence? Some say 
that the church is doomed: true, the 
ways in which men express their re- 
ligious aspirations may change, but 
these reliyious ideals’ and aspirations 
would not be lost. The stage was set 
for change. There were few land dis- 
coveries to be made, but many new in- 
ventions, there had been an immense 
increase of man’s knowledge. This was 
an age of relentless criticism, these 
and other conditions spelt a new day. 
He knew not what would be the main 
issues, not where they were going in 
methods, in religion, in education. Be- 
cause Canada was a young country, 
she offered great opportunities: they 
might repeat that the 20th century 
belonged to Canada: she had the cards 
in her hands and should play the game. 
No great modern nation had been an 
unqualified success in nation-building. 
Canada herself had made mistakes, 
hut she was alive, vigorous, young, 
rich and should build up a great Can- 
adian nation. There would be pro- 
blems to solve ané@ difficulties to be 
met, but if they had faith to seize their 
opportunities and hold fast to the 
promise before them they might see 
here the greatest nation the world had 
ever seen. 
Honoring the Guest 

The chairman and Mr. Payne, in 

giving the toast of “Our Guest,” paid 


high tribute to Senator Michener’s 
service to the community. He was 
not leaving for gvod, the chairman 


pointed out, his main interests would

share. In one or other of the positions 
he had filled in Red Deer, either as 
Mayor, or President of the Board of 
Trade, or member, or Senator, Mr. 
Michener had’ had the support of all 
the -citizens., No one had occupied 


more® positions In the gift of the people 


in Red Deer than had Mr. Michener. 
He owas a worthy opponent and an 
honorable foe. They might well feel 
proud of his family: Roland had won 
the highest standing for general pro- 
ficiency in his two final years at Al- 
berta University, and Wwas now the 
Rhodes Scholar at Oxford, England; 


in athletics the names of the Michener 
boys were well known. Perhaps ‘the 
Breatest speaker whom they would 
like to have with them, Dr. Clark, 
was detained by his harvest opera- 
tions but, in regretting his absence, 
Dr. Clark sent the message that Mr. 
Michener was loyal to everything 
beneficial to Red Déer district, the 
country and the Empire. Such a mes- 
sage of esteem on the part of Dr. 
Clark was highly appreciated, not only

by Mr, Michener, but : by: themselves. 
This. was not a farewell banquet ‘to 
one whom they might rarely see again, 
but was In compliment to’Mr. Michen- 
ei’s character and: service on the oc- 
casion of his entering upon a new 
phase of his family life.’

Senator Michener’s Reply 


After the toast had been drank with 
all the honors, the Senator replied. 
There were times, he said, when spok- 
en words formed a poor vehicle for 
one’s deeper thoughts and _ feelings, 
and this was such an occasion. They 
must remember, however, that law- 
yers did not always mean all they said, 
or rather that they had usually to 
make the best of their case, One thing 
he prized personally above all, and 
that was the possession of the good 
will and friendship of those who had 
been associated with him in life. This 
generous expression that evening had 
greatly impressed him. There were 
those present who had not always 
agreed with him, and it was a pleasing 
thing to hina that they considered him 
worth of their-confidence as a citizen, 
he heartily reprocated their good will: 
he felt the best of good will personally 
to all the citizens. He had been as- 


sociated with Mr. Payne in. more re- | 


lations than possibly any other man 
in Red Deer, and he appreciated deep- 
ly his references to his son who had 
eome to Red Deer a babe in arms, and 
had spent all his life here. All the 
children of his family knew no other 
home than Red Deer. The associa- 
tions of twenty years, and that the 
most active part of his life, with all 
their varied relations, were not lightly 
broken, even in part. He lookéd back 
upon them as the happiest years of 
his life: he felt that Red Deer was his 
homes and he would always consider 
it his permanent home. After a good 
deal of thought, when he considered 
that he was absent on hig Senatorial 
duties the major part of five to eight 
months, he found himself faced with 
the alternative of giving up his posi- 
tion as Senator, or running the risk of 
an application for divorce on the part 
of his wife, if he left his family at Red 
Deer permanently as in the pist two 
years. They could understand that 
the change resolved on was not of their 
own preference. Mr. Michener said he 
had not’ abated one jot of his hope and 
vision for the progress of Red Deer 
and of ‘Alberta. With the increase in 
Alberta's development and population, 
and the natural advantages of. Red 
Deer, there was no doubt that she 
would share in this growth, and. that 
they all would live to see her popula- 
tion doubled, trebled, yes quadrupled. 
He paid high tribute to the manner in 
which the toast of Canada had been 
spoken to. He had been at many 
social functions in Ottawa and else- 
where, and he was free to say that 
never had he heard this toast spoken to 
in’ more able and more versatile 
speeches: all of them could feel proud- 
er than ever of theif Canadian citizen- 
ship. Honors were relative and while 
most of the Senators might feel their 
importance as members of the Upper 
Housé, there were some who counted 
other positions as more worthy of honor 
For himself, he realized the usefulness 
of the Senate of Canada more than 
ever before: he considered there never 
was such need of it as today to ballast 
the ship of state. Never had the Sen- 
ate been so distinctively non-partizan 
as at present, and Mr. Michener re- 
counted the defeat of the Government's 
amendment giving the Minister of the 
Interior somewhat autocratic powers 
in the deportation of immigrants con- 
sidered to be undesirable aliens as an 
instance that they were not always so 
conservative as they were charged 
with being. The Senate occupied a 
very independent position and was 
guided solely by what it considered 
the best interests of the country. He 
did not wish to detain them further: 
he would only say in conclusion that 
this expression of their good will 
would not only linger-long in the 
chambers of memory but in the secret 
chambers of his heart. Mr. Michener 
was again heartily applauded on tak- 
ing his seat. 

Auld Lang Syne brought the pro- 
ceedings to a close about 10:30.

Manufacturers to Cut: Prices. 


New. York, Sept. 24.—Proof that the 
peak of high prices has been. passed, 
1 ‘and that the ‘direction of the curve 

is now downward, is seen today by 
‘/'the New York newspapers in yester- 
‘day’s announcements of price reduc- 
tions from large firms in various parts 
of the United States. These reduc- 
tions, covering a wide variety of com- 
modities, are taken as symptomatic of 
a general “shaking down” movement 
that will eventually bring living costs 
back to a stable basis. .. , m 

Some of the local papers, notably 
the Times and Tribune, have secured 
expressions of opinion from business 
men in many cities supporting the 
view that the readjustment of prices 
is under way on a definite and per- 
manent programme. 


FORD STARTS MOVEMENT 


Following the original announce- 
ment by Henry Ford of a price revis- 
jon on his cars almost to a pre-war 
basis, the manufacturers of the 
Franklin car announced cuts of from 
17 to 21 per cent. Two of the larg- 
est mail order houses in the United 
States, Sears-Roebuck & Co., and 
Montgomery Ward & Co., both of 
Chicago, announced substantial reduc- 
tions in many lines of merchandise. 
It is reported that several New Eng- 
land mills intend to follow the ex- 
ample of the Amoskeag Manufactur- 
ing Co. in reducing prices of cotton 
goods. The Times says: 

“Dispatches from the larger cities 
showed that substantial retail price 
reductions had taken place or were 
expected, the tendency toward lower 
prices having been in effect in some 
cities for several months, because of 
an increasing tendency on the part 
of the public not to buy anything but 
necessities. 


SUPPLY AND DEMAND 


“The general view of business*men 
was that this was the basic reagon 
; for the recent wholesale price reduc- 
tions, and that the old law of supply 
and demand was operating to produce 
lower prices by a decrease in the de- 
mand for nearly every kind of manu- 
factured goods. In this particular 
situation the decreased demand seems 
to have~been caused by the refusal 
of the retailers to buy from the 
wholesalers or manufacturers, which 
was due in turn to the slowness with 
which the public bought from the re- 
tailers. 

“The result has been that large un- 
sold stocks of goods remain with the 
manufacturers, necessitating. either 
the stoppage of the factories or sale 
at a lower price.”

They decid- 
ed to organize an associated Board of 
Trade of the province. This would be! 
of great importance to the province, 
as their executive would deal with 
great questions affecting the Prov- 
ince, the Dominion and the Empire. 
The Association would be known as 
Associated Boards of Trade and 
Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Stephen- 
son brought in a resolutin asking the 
Provincial Government to take up the 
question of hydro-electric power and 
also coal and gas. They thought the 
appointing of a freight rates expert 
should be appointed for the province. 

The ‘question of inter-Dominion 
trade over the deep waterways came 
up, but the Board felt that they 
should leave the question in the hands 
of the Dominion Government. A reso- 
lution was brought up urging the gov- 
ernment to do all in its power regard- 
ing movement of grain. A resouution 
was passed urging thatethe embargo 
against cattle be removed. A _ ban- 
quet was given in the evening to the 
delegats. Mr. Ramsey spoke on his 
visit to England. He did not look 
for any sudden drop in the price of 
‘goods. It would ‘be gradual. He could 
not give anything but a bad guess 
as to what would happen regarding 
the fall of prices in the near future. 

Mr. Welliver cut his address short 
owing to the lateness of the hour. 

Mr. Galbraith moved a vote of 
thanks to the Pesident for his ad- 
dress, and to Mr. Welliver and Mr. 
Stephenson for efforts on behalf of 
the Board at Edmonton. 

Mr. Botteriill seconded the motion, 
and a hearty handclapping. signified 
the passing of the motion by the 
meeting. 

The President welcomed Mr. Gar- 
land, extending to him a hearty wel- 
come, and hoping that he would take 
the same interest in the Board of 
Trade and city affairs that Mr. White- 
house had done. 

The meeting adjourned --at 10.45
